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Claim 18. (currently amended) A method for storing text for electronic books to be displayed on 
a vievven comprising: The method of claim 10 

displaying an indication of a plurality of electronic books on a viewer: 

receiving a request to view one of the electronic books; 

selectively displaying pages for the selected electronic book: and 

downloading text material for the selected electronic book from a portable storage 
medium, wherein the downloading step-includes limiting access to the text material based upon a 
time parameter. 

Claim 19, (currently amended) The method of claim -H)-18, wherein the downloading step 
includes limiting access to the text material based upon a number of downloads and viewing of 
the text material.

preventing the downloading if the unique key does not match the key for the viewer.

a portable viewer having a processor, a memory for storing instructions, a memory for 
storing electronic books, and a display for displaying the electronic books, wherein the processor 
operates under control of the instruclions to execute a method comprising: 

displaying an indication of a plurality of electronic books on the viewer; receiving a 
request to view one of the electronic books; selecti vely displaying pages for the selected 
electronic book; and downloading text material for the selected electronic book from a portable 
storage medium, wherein the downloading ^te^includes limidng access to the text material 
based upon a dme parameter. 

Claim 29. (currendy amended) The viewer of claim 30-28, wherein the downloading 
includes limidng access to the text material based upon a number of downloads and viewing of 
the text material. 
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
